TOLD ABOUT 


Many interesting stories could be told of pioneer missionary 
work and church development in the province of Alberta as a 
whole, and Edmonton in particular, but few would be of greater | 
interest than the history of McDougall Methodist, now MeDougall | 
United, situated at the corner of 101st street and Macdonald | 
Drive. 

As far back as 1840 a young Cornish missionary by the name} 
of Robert T. Rundle was despatched to Canada by the Wesleyay 
Missionary Society of England. Starting out from Lachine, Que-| 
bec, with a canoe as his sole method of transportation, he paddled | 
up the Ottawa, across Lake Nipissing, down the French river, over! 
Lake Superior, through the chain of lakes lying between Fort Wil-| 
liam and Winnipeg, thence by Lake Winnipeg and Jack river to| 
Norway House. This voyage, ending in June of 1840, had con- | 
sumed from two to three months. 


Pushes Way West A POPULAR PASTOR 


Pushing his way farther west the 
voyageur reached Edmonton in De- 
cember and was well and hospitably | 
received by the Hudson's Bay Co.} 
factor. In a letter written dealing | 
with this voyage he speaks of the 
hardships and discomforts endured 
between Norway House and Edmon- 
ton. “Rain, or fair, eat or cold, I 
was compelled to sit in an open 
boat."’ As his journey neared its 
completion he met “severe weather 
with frost bites," and “lonely so 
tudes disturbed only by the howling | 
of the wolves at night,’ but with 
“stariit skies, the most brilliant I 
have ever witnessed.”
